WHEN a body of men unite in one common quest, 
one of the body—a trifle more ambitious than the rest, 
more self-assertive, hotter in the pursuit 
of personal ends—gains the confidence of 
his fellow members, steps forward and 
assumes the lead. The assumption of 
leadership may be forced upon him; he himself may 
conspire to obtain it. That depends upon the man. 
The policy of his administration also depends upon the 
man. Whether his administration will follow the 
standard rules of morality or the lines condemned as 
unjust by the majority of people, depends to a great 
extent upon the leader. The members, united upon 
one common object, are deaf as a rule to arguments of 
right and wrong, popular support and popular dis- 
approval. The leader ‘can usually direct the course of 
a body of men demanding action. 

We are far from acknowledging the leadership of 
Mr. S. R. Norvell in the retail catalogue house combat. 
In fact, we are of the opinion that the line of action, 
outlined by him eighteen months ago and concurred in 
by the National Hardware Association at the Wash- 
ington convention, has not the support of the wise- 
acres of the trade or of even a majority of the mem- 
bers. More self-assertive than the popularly elected 
leaders, more aggressive in a business way, Mr. Nor- 
vell has strenuously and unremittingly pursued the 
policy announced by him at the Atlanta convention in 
1904. His action reminds us of the Arab and the 
Camel. The former had pitched his tent in a desert

and, after his usual frugal repast, was ready to go to 
sleep. But Mr. Camel, a trifle too discontented for 
his kind, stuck his head into the tent and complained 
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of the cold. 
“The night air is wonderfully raw.” 
replied the man, “else there would be no room for me.” 
“Oh, come now,” 


“Mayn’t I sleep inside?” he begged. 


= 


“Indeed not,” 


prayed the Camel, “just a head. 
Ll keep tail and stomach outside.”” So the Man com 
plied and the Camel stood half in and half out. About 
midnight, the Camel awoke, shaking and trembling in 
his hind legs and luxuriantly warm in his front. In 
the morning the Man lay shivering without and Mr. 
Camel snored sonorously within. Mr. Norvell’s head 
is within the cabal and, judging from the resolutions 
passed, will soon force his generous sponsors into the 
cold and the wet. 

The matter of leadership is not of paramount im- 
portance in this case. Mr. Norvell’s firm resigned 
from the jobbers’ association a few vears ago. It 
suffices that the return of the prodigal son was wel- 
comed by a fatted calf, which, in this instance, means 
an ungracious surrender to the overweening assump- 


tion of a spoilt child. Mr. Norvell has succeeded 
in forcing his ideas to the front and in 
shaping the attitude of the organized struggle 


against the retail mail order houses. Let us examine 
the policy itself. Mr. Norvell promulgated the idea 
in the Spring of 1904 at the Atlanta meeting of the 
Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association. Comment- 
ing on his speech, THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, May 28, 
1904, spoke editorially as follows: 

“Mr. S. Norvell of the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware 
Company suggested the idea of practically boycotting 
manufacturers who sold these houses. How else would 
you interpret his suggestion of the creation of a ‘bureau 
of information to handle this subject exhaustively and 
intelligently for the benefit of the entire retail trade 
of the country. Suppose this bureau should compile a 
digest of all the lines of hardware shown in these cata- 
logues, with the prices and description of the articles 
the names of the manufacturers, the dates of the cata- 
logues and the prices published. Suppose this digest 
was upon the desk of every jobber and retailer in this 
country, what would be the effect? I leave that to 
your careful consideration.’ 

“This idea is militant and is somewhat along the 
pink list lines advocated by the retail hardware asso- 
ciations in their salad days, some five or six years ago. 
Happily the retail associations, after studying this 
form of combating the evil, abandoned it as un-Ameri- 
can and as likely to furnish the catalogue houses with 
a formidable weapon for securing the sympathy of 
the public, which always rallies around the cause 
which is boycotted. We are glad to note, however, that 
Mr. Norvell is traveling along the right road. If he 
will continue to follow in the footsteps of the retailers 
he will make no mistake, although as the latter are 
progressing all the time and he is six years behind 
them now, it looks as though it would be a long time 
before he catches up even with the stragglers—not 
until after 1910, according to the most favorable cal- 
culations.” 

The idea was suggested at Atlanta by Mr. Norvell. 
but a year and a half have elapsed since the plan was 
threatened. During this period preparation for the 
publication of the blacklist was supposed to be under 
way on a gigantic scale. Not a move has been made. 
Stupendous efforts would be required for the compila- 
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tion of an accurate list. A barrel of money would be 
necessary. Is it a bluff? 


At the Washington meeting the following resolutions 
were passed: 

1. That the Catalogue House Committee shal! 
communicate with the hardware manufacturers and 
jobbers of the country to elicit from them a statement 
as to the course which they will pursue with refer- 
ence to the catalogue houses. 

2. That a list of such manufacturers and jobbers 
shall be published in book form with an indication of 
the substance of the replies which they make to such 
inquiries. 

3. That such book, with a key explaining’ the mark- 
ings which indicate the character of the replies, shall 
be distributed to the retail and wholesale merchants of 
the country. 

4. That such merchants are to be recommended in 
their dealings with the manufacturers and jobbers to 
bear in mind their attitude on this question, as indi- 
cated by the markings in the book. 

It will be noted that the suggestion of boycott, in- 
sinuated in Mr. Norvell’s Atlanta address, is crystal- 
ized in the fourth paragraph of the resolutions quoted 
immediately above and that the committee clearly and 
consciously recommend an effective boycott of manu- 
facturers whose products are listed in retail mail order 
house catalogues, whether these products are sold di- 
rectly by the manufacturers or underground by the 
jobbers. The committee denies mention of the word 
boycott. Nowhere in the resolutions does the word 
appear. A rose is just as sweet under another name 
and a dead dog just as loathsome. 

The word boycott has a bad odor. The action of 
the committee has been condemned because it is a 
boycott. It is apparent, however, that the commitee 
does not admit that a boycott is injurious per se. 
They are right in wanting to know why a boycott is 
un-American and why it is inconsistent with industrial 
progress. We shall consider the Norvell boycott first 
as to its essential evils; secondly, as to its ineffective- 
ness in the particular instance which it was formulated 
to correct. 

The laws of trade are regulated by supply and de- 
mand. The demand comes from the consumer. The 
boycott is an unnatural plan to check a natural demand. 
Conflicts with nature end in failure or, if pursued un- 
remittingly, in the extermination of the human com- 
batant. 

The Declaration of Independence and the Ameri- 
can Constitution guarantee life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness to all. The boycott is a professed attempt 
to eliminate all three factors from the person against 
whom the boycott is declared. It is consequently un- 
American. 

In this particular instance, the combat against Na- 
ture seems doomed to most signal failure: The fool- 
hardiness of the scheme is such as to create a doubt 
whether the schemers were moved by serious purpose. 
The results would be so serious, however, as to leave 
little opportunity for gallery-play on the part of the 
practical joker. It is probable that the chairman in par- 
ticular is making business capital out of his connec- 
tion with the Joint Committee and that retailers are 
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being duped into raking the chestnuts out of the fire 
for him. 

Let us suppose that the plan of the Joint Committee 
runs along and all hardware jobbers and manufac- 
turers in the country receive the written question: “Do 
you or do you not sell to the retail catalogue houses.” 
The result would be a list of “non-selling” manufac- 
turers, such as every member of the trade has had op- 
portunity to ridicule, plus a list of jobbers. A few 
manufacturers and jobbers would acknowledge they 
were furnishing retail catalogue houses with merchan- 
dise, but not many. Most of the letters would remain 
unanswered. How to deal with this last list must 
prove perplexing to the originator of the scheme. The 
omission of these names from the list would almost 
nullify the supposed beneficial effects of its publica- 
tion. By inserting these names under the head No 
Answers Received, the assumption would be that the 
firms listed were afraid to answer and that they were 
selling to the boycotted houses. A suit for criminal! 
libel might result. 

In fact the whole plan approaches dangerously near 
the confines of correct civil and trade procedure. The 
whole booklet might be attacked under a judicial 
charge of conspiracy. This attack might be made 
under both civil and criminal law by either the retail 
mail order houses or the injured manufacturers. The 
proof is apparent. The list itself is the evidence. 
Whether suit could or would be brought by the vic- 
tims depends, of course, upon the character of the 
proposed publication. In this connection it might be 
well to cite the suit now being tried in Philadelphia 
before the United States District Court, in which the 
so-called drug trust is made the defendant. The suit 
was instituted by C. G. A. Loder under the charge of 
discrimination. Damages are asked to the extent of 
$100,000. Mr. Loder is a cut-price druggist. He of- 
fended the retail association and was placed on the 
black list. The majority of drug jobbers refused to 
sell to Mr. Loder and the suit resulted. Mr. Loder 
occupies a similar position to the retail catalogue 
houses in this instance. 


But though the scheme is unmoral and illegal, it is 
also ineffective and liable to wreak- greater injury 
than benefit in its direct results. It puts a premium on 
dishonesty. The manufacturer or jobber, who sells 
to the catalogue houses and tells the truth, will be boy- 
cotted. The firm that sells and denies the fact will be 
hallowed. For example—In a speech delivered at the 
Washington Convention, one manufacturer put himself 
on record flatly and frankly as opposed to the boycott 
idea. He was in favor of selling directly to both cat- 
alogue houses and retailers. A large hardware jobbing 
house declares on its letter head: “We do not sell to 
catalogue houses.” The statement is false. It can be 
proved to be false. 

An investigation extending over three months dem- 
onstrated the fact, but such investigation cannot be 
applied to every hardware jobbing house in the coun- 
try. There are more than eight hundred listed jobbers 
and perhaps twice as many more operating in a small 
way in different parts of the country. At least four 
hundred investigators would be necessary to exercise 
close supervision and keep tab on violations. Salaries - 
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alone of over $1,000 a week would be required if the 
list is accurate. The list is valueless if inacurate. 

Suppose, however, that under the present plan the 
do-you-or-do-not letter is sent out. A jobber who has, 
is and always will sell to catalogue houses secretly, 
writes to the Joint Committee that he does not. He 
is listed favorably and gets the retail trade. The man- 
ufacturer or jobber who does sell to retail catalogue 

houses and who tells the truth is boycotted. The com- 
mittee is bargaining with conscience. They say to the 
manufacturer and jobber: “Tell a lie; say you don’t 
sell; deliver secretly or to some third party and you'll 
be in a few thousand.” How does the plan help Mr. 
Retailer? How does it help anyone but Mr. Norvell 
and the liars? 

Other objections to the scheme may be numbered 
by the score. The plan is ridiculous merely because it 
is physically impossible to keep the publication ac- 
curate. A change of policy often occurs in any con- 
cern. Disclosures may be made of concerns which 
reported falsely. Unless the list is revised every week 
or so, it will be incorrect. The list cannot be revised 
so frequently. A revision would call for an investi- 
gation into the private affairs of at least two thousand 
different concerns. 

Recommendations such as this will soon create loss 
of confidence in the Joint Committee. While this 
scheme is foolhardy, there are evidences of inefficacy 
in other plans. Manufacturers in some cases, who 
have refused to sell to catalogue houses, find their 
products quoted and sold by these concerns as for- 
merly. One well-known firm announced some months 
ago the discontinuation of accounts with mail order 
houses. It has adhered to the policy since that time. 
During the past week one entrepreneur who had been 
furnishing the products of the concern to one Chicago 
mail order house, endeavored to sell his surplus sup- 
ply to another Chicago mail order house. Manufac- 
turers and retailers hold the Joint Committee respon- 
sible for these signs of inefficacy. 

It occurs to us in conclusion that perhaps the move 
was made primarily in the interest of jobbers’ private 
brands and that this may be the reason for foisting the 
ludicrous plan upon the trade. Driven to bay, no one 
believes that manufacturers will turn tail and surren- 
der. They will fight. Their names will not appear 
under the non-selling list unless they themselves elect 
of their own free will to adopt the non-selling course. 
Eight hundred or a thousand manufacturers will sig- 
nify their intention of not selling, adhering to their 
policy in the past. These thousand manufacturers are 
mostly smaller concerns, the products of which are not 
in demand by retail catalogue houses anyway. As a 
general thing they do not manufacture the standard 
brands. Consequently, retailers by adhering to the 
boycott would find their range of supplies greatly di- 
minished and would be compelled to purchase the job- 
ber’s private brands. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

In a recent visit to one of the Eastern little tewns, 
I came across a window display advertising washing 
machines that attracted my attention and which, I 
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have no doubt, brought the dealer good results. This 
display demonstrated that even as little a being as the 
squirrel can operate the “XYZ” washer the man is 
selling. 

Every hardware man argues that a washer is a great 
economy and that “Hustler’s” make is the easiest to 
operate. A child, they will say, can run it. Mere 
talking, however, does not go very far. People want 
demonstrated facts. If the seller claims that the 
“Hustler” is easiest to work they want to know why 
and how. 


Our friend in the little town I have reference to 
showed this knowledge of human nature. He claims 
that his machine works easily and is demonstrating it 
beyond dispute in a very simple way. He placed the 
little rodent in a wheel-like revolving cage, the axle 
of which was connected by means of a belt to a pulley 
on the washer. When the little creature would begin 
to frolic about, the cage would revolve, the axle would 
be set in motion and the motion transmitted through 
the belt to the washer. Thus work resulted from very 
little effort, and the dealer can say emphatically “Work 
on this machine is like play.” I dare say that many 
of the women who stood watching the contrivance in 
action discovered for the first time that a machine 
would diminish their home labors. I dare say, too, 
that more than one man who stood admiring that dis- 
play contrivance saw for the first time the advantage 
of a machine that would lighten the burdens of his 
wife and add comfort to his home. Sales that no 
other storekeeper would have expected, our ingenious 
friend made with no difficulty. 


Such a man I cannot help admiring. He is study- 
ing his business. He is not a mere cash register taking 
in all the money that’s given to him, but a thinking, 
up-to-date business man who is devising means to 
increase his receipts in every way possible. He is not 
in his place only to take in the trade that comes his 
way, but to sell the most he can. He not only sells 
his goods to people who come to buy, but makes 
many people see who don’t come to buy that it is to 
their advantage to do so. Hardware dealers the 
country over can take a lesson from this storekeeper. 

Considering the man carefully I can say without hesi- 
tation that he never studied the art of advertising in 
any school or took any courses in a business college. 
The idea came to him naturally because he is always 
thinking how to improve his business, how to make 
his wares sell easily, how to convince his customers 
that he gives them all he claims he does. This is 
ingenuity, natural talent. Will my readers say that 
not every man is so endowed? I will say yes, not every 
man is so endowed, but I believe there are hundreds 
of dealers in every state who could do as much as 
this man if they would only wake up from their life- 
long sleep. Sleep—commercial slumber, if I may so 
express it—keeps many dealers in a passive state. Let 
them wake up, begin to think, and the whole machin- 
ery of activity, so to speak, will be set in motion. 
They will discover themselves doing things that they 
never dreamed of in their commercial passivity, pos- 
sessing power that they never were conscious of. They 
will be able to advertise to sell their wares as easily 
as this man does. Wake up! is all I can say to them.

An investigation of fire losses reveals the startling 
fact that during the last year they averaged about $341 
per minute in this country alone. 

The Fanner Manufacturing Company of Cleveland 
are about to establish a branch plant at West Du- 
luth, Minnesota. The plant will be located in a former 
car manufacturing establishment and will cost in the 
neighborhood of $150,000. 

The Standard Lighting Company division of the 
American Stove Company, Cleveland, Ohio, call at- 
tention to the Modern Calorific gas heaters which, 
while using incandescent fuel, are said to be veritable 
furnaces for heating ability. They are fully described 
in catalogue number forty-seven. 


On November twenty-first, the Pittsburgh Coal 
Company closed a contract with the Republic Iron & 
Steel Company for all the coal the latter company may 
require during the next five years. The Republic com- 
pany agrees to take at least five hundred thousand 
tons of coal each year. The right to demand as much 
as seven hundred and fifty thousand tons is reserved. 


The one hundred and fifty-first meeting of the Phil- 
adelphia Foundry Men’s Association was held at the 
Manufacturer’s Club of that city on November Ist. 
There were about thirty-six members and visitors in 
attendance. A balance of almost $2,000 after the pay- 
ment of all bills, was reported by the treasurer. O. 
P. Briggs, secretary of the National Foundry Men’s 
Association was present and delivered a short address. 
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William H. Coleman of Chicago prepared a paper on 
the effect of high and low blast pressure in cupola 
practice. The paper was read by Dr. Snyder. Stanley 
G. Flagg spoke of unsatisfactory labor conditions in 
Philadelphia, stating that the strike of molders and 
coremakers in that city was driving a large portion of 
the jobbing trade from the city. 

W. H. Colebrook & Sons of Syracuse, New York, 
exhort citizens to give thanks above all else for Cole- 
brook’s Crown asbestos furnace cement and stove 
putty. Poor cement is said to be dear at any price 
while Colebrook’s is as cheap as the cheapest. The 
cement is put up in different sized removable cover 
cans, barrels and half barrels. A sample will be fur- 
nished upon application. 

A protest has been made by the Palmer Hardware 
Company of Savannah and the Central Railroad 
against the Georgia Railway Commission, with the re- 
quest that the court enjoin the operation of a circular 
regulating the freight rate on stoves and hollow ware 
out of Atlanta. The case has been appealed from the 
Superior and is now before the Supreme Court. The 
Superior Court decided in favor of the hardware com- 
pany and the railroad. At the instance of the Atlanta 
Stove Works and other large Atlanta shippers, the 
Railroad Commission several months ago promulgated 
a circular adjusting the rate on stoves and hollow ware 
shipped out of Atlanta. The Georgia Railway Com- 
mission was recently established by the legislation of 
that state to regulate freight rates and otherwise exer- 
cise supervision over the Georgia railways. Numer- 
ous suits and unconcealed dissatisfaction with the 
socialistic policy have resulted. 

A circular received recently announces that divorces 
are increasing daily. While we might infer as much 
from the accounts in the daily papers, the subject is 
always one of interest. The term used in the circular 
is not the common use of the word, for in this particu- 
lar instance the divorces referred to are the divorces 
of wide-awake dealers who are divorcing themselves 
trom so-called high grade lines of steel ranges, sold 
at exorbitant prices. That the number of these di- 
vorces is increasing, has been demonstrated in the case 
of the Landay Steel Range Company, 2615 North 
15th Street, St. Louis, who since they began their cru- 
sade some years ago have kept close tab on all dealers 
to whom literature has been sent and who note a daily 
increase in orders. Reorders on the part of dealers 
have convinced the company that satisfaction has been 
given. The company manufacture the Matchless steel 
range and are giving a ten per cent discount for cash, 
fifteen days, f. o. b. O’Fallon, Illinois. 

At the ninth annual convention of the National 
Founders’ Association held recently at the Hotel Astor, 
New York City, the organization pledged energetic 
support to eleven members who are effected by the 
molders’ and coremakers’ strike at Philadelphia. This 
strike was declared to be a deliberate attempt on the 
part of the Iron Molders’. Union of North America to 
force contracts contrary to the spirit of the founders’ 
policy and contrary to the constitution of the United 
States. It was said that the exercise of rights of in- 
dividual contract between employers and employes 
was prevented. The policy of the association is that 
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of the open shop although many of the members em- 
ploy union men: exclusively. At the meeting a reso- 
lution was passed favoring the establishment of a 
foundry school at Indianapolis. Toward the close of 
the session O. P. Briggs of Minneapolis was elected 
president, Henry R. Carpenter of Providence was 
elected vice-president and F. W. Hutchings secretary. 
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MASTER ECONOMY. 


The accompanying illustration shows a compara- 
tively new style of draft for heating stoves. The air 
passes down through the fuel into the diving flues on 
the right and left of the stove, downward into the side 
flues in the base, then forward to the front of the base 
and backward through the middle of the base flue, 
upwards through the rear flue and out through the pipe 
after entering the top part of the drum or body of the 
stove. 

The air space in the division flue renders it possible 
to secure a powerful hot blast which takes in the air 
at the three different openings. The air is forced 
into the fire pot and thence into the diving flues. 

This stove has two dampers. One is situated just 
above the feed door. When this damper is in, the

direct draft damper is open so that the fire travels di- 
rectly from the fire pot to the stope pipe. When the 
damper is pulled out, the direct opening is closed so 
that the fire in order to reach the stove pipe must pass 
through the flues described above. 

The second damper operates a turtle blast—a ring 
damper pull on the right hand side towards the rear. 
When this damper is pushed in, the turtle blast is 
closed. In this position the air enters the round open- 
ing on either side, is heated and then discharged at the 
front opening. When this damper is pulled out the air 
enters the three openings, one in the front and two in 
the side, passes between two highly heated plates com- 
prising the turtle blast and is discharged just over 
the fire. :

Perfection is invariably the result of concentrated 
effort on the part of a school or a community. No 
great man in any line has ever arisen except as the 
result of a certain tendency, in the same direction in 
which the hero achieves success, on the part of a 
great number of the community.

IRON ORE IN THE SOUDAN. 








The United States Agent and Consul-General in 
Egypt states, in a recent report, that iron is found in 
Kordofan, the Bahr-el-Ghazal, Darfur, and on the 
Abyssinian border. In Kordofan two beds have been 
discovered, one about 60 miles northeast of El Obeid 
and the other about 60 miles northwest of the same 
place. It is brown hematite, and is found in small 
fragments at a little depth in the sand. It may exist in 
large quantities, but can never be worked commercial- 
ly, as there is no fuel or material for building furnaces, 
nor could it be transported profitably without a rail- 
way. At present it is only worked in a small way by 
the natives. Bongoland, in the Bahr-el-Ghazal, is on 
the southwestern boundary of the depressions of the 
latter province, with an area about equal to that of Bel- 
gium, but it is almost a deserted wilderness. In 1870 
it has only eleven or twelve inhabitants to the square 
mile. Iron is found there in great abundance, and is 
worked by the natives, who make arms and tools of ex- 
cellent quality. In the Jur country, northeast of Bon- 
goland, there is a large quantity of iron; the people are 
all smiths, and produce excellent iron. As long ago as 
1790 the presence of iron ore, rock salt, and saltpetre 
was noticed in Darfur by Browne, the traveler. The 
iron is worked as in Kordofan, but it seems to be in- 
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ferior in quality and very brittle. Iron ore is also ex- 
tracted in the plains around Fadassi, on the Abyssinian 
border; it comes from a considerable depth, and ap- 
pears to be identical with the bog iron ore encountered 
in Kordofan.

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HOW TO PLANT TREES. 








The accompanying illustration shows a tree planter 
or post hole digger, consisting of few parts, not liable 
to get out of order. 
The principle of its 
construction is 
such that the force 
of the plunge is 
distributed equally 
on both blades, 
thus relieving the 
center bolt, the 
only wearing part. 
In action, it is 
quick and direct. 
The blades, when 
open, are farther 
apart at the bottom 
than at the top, 
consequently there 
is no clogging, the 
dirt dropping of its 
own weight. 

The tool is so 
arranged that any 
size hole can be 
made with the dig- 
ger. What ever can be loosened and reduced to five 
and one-half inches or less in diameter can, it is said, 
be removed. The 
handles are made 
of ash wood care- 
fully selected, the 
blades being of 
cast steel. The 
whole tool is four 
and one-half feet 
long. 

The mechanical 
effort necessary in 
digging a hole for 
a tree or different 
kinds of posts is 
arduous. It can 
be made compara- 
tively simple, how- 
ever, by the use of 
tools’ especiaily 
constructed for the 
purpose.

That boiler plate furnaces don’t crack and that 
American steel plate furnaces are clean, durable and 
economical, is the battle-cry of the American Furnace 
Company, 1911-1913 Pine Street, St. Louis, the manu- 
facturers of the American furnace, a rear view of 
which is shown in the accompanying illustration. 

The grates are triangular and hollow in the center. 
Either side may be turned to the fire, which prevents 
them from warping. The bars work separately, which 
permits the ashes to be removed around the sides 
without wasting coal through the center, as is the case 
where they all turn together with cogs. The ashes 
may be removed from any part of the fire-pot and is 
an easy matter to crush the clinker through the grate. 
In case one bar should burn out, the one may be re- 
placed without disturbing the others, which is done 
through the ash-pit door. 

The furnace drums and radiators are made in five 
sizes, all of open hearth steel, the three smaller sizes 
are made of No. 10 gauge and the two larger sizes

of No. 8, the heads of the three smaller sizes are made 
of No. 8 gauge and the heads of the two larger sizes 
are made of No. 6 gauge steel. All radiators and 
smoke pipe under casing are made of No. 14 gauge. 
All are made of one piece of steel from the bottom to 
the top and are riveted tight like a boiler, rivets being 
placed about one inch apart, making them absolutely 
free from gas or smoke. The seam is riveted down 
the side instead of front to enable the pouches to be 
fitted on to-a smooth surface, which is not the case 
when seam is in the front. 


The horizontal dust chamber is not connected to the 


drum, thereby providing not only additional heating 
surface, but space between the drum and the three 
flues for the air to rise in, it is claimed. The clean- 
out is in the end of the dust chamber. The feed 
pouch and radiators are constructed with heavy back- 
ing flanges, which prevents the steel from springing 
away. The feed door is very large, so that wood and 
large lumps of coal may be fired. 

These furnaces are built on vertical lines. 

The fire pots are made of one piece of heavy steel, 
which forms the entire drum except the head, and are 
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lined with the very best sectional fire-brick, which 
are set in a circle, making them self-supporting and 
preventing them from falling out. They extend up to 
the top of feed door to prevent any damage to the 
steel, and may be replaced through the feed door. 
When the fire pot is lined with fire brick the interior 
surface of the lining will become incandescent or 
nearly ‘so and promote combustion.

TILE AND MOSAIC FLOORS. 





We occasionally receive letters from merchants who 
contemplate renovating their stores, asking for in- 
formation with regard to the cost and durability of 
tile and mosiac floors. We have inquired among the 
tile and marble workers of this city and have gotten 
the following facts: 

The cost of tile, the unglazed, of course, being used 
for floors, is approximately 60 cents per square foot. 
Properly laid it will remain intact for about ten years. 
After that the tiles begin to loosen and it requires oc- 
casional repairs. 

The tile floor is not so popular now as formerly, 
the mosaic having largely superseded it. Of the latter 
there are two kinds, the terrazzo and the roman. The 
former of these is a mixture of very small chips of 
marble and cement, is made in laying and afterward 
polished. A floor of this composition is much more 
durable than tile and costs about half as much, or 
about thirty-five cents per square foot. 

The roman is the kind generally seen in the better 
class of stores, is made of small marble cubes, usually 
one inch, laid separately in cement. The cost of this 
kind is from sixty cents to one dollar per square foot, 
the popular colors of marble being white, black and 
red. A floor of this kind will last, we are informed, 
from seventy-five to a hundred years. 

Those who have floors of tile or mosaic say that 
they can be kept clean with much less work, and that 
the idea that these materials retain heat and cold more 
than wood may be true in fact, but that it is not no- 
ticeable in any appreciable degree.—Indiana Retail 
Merchant. 
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PORTABLE FOUNTAIN. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


In my investigations I recently experimented with 
a portable self-acting fountain of which I enclose 
sketch. It can be made without a great deal of dif- 
ficulty in almost any design and size and may be used 
for a toy or mantel ornament. One that I made was 
large enough to be used for conservatories or on the 
lawn. Since making the original fountain, I made a 
small one which throws water ten or twelve inches 
high for about an hour. By simply turning the foun- 
tain completely over it again charges itself and will 
play for another hour. This, of course, can be kept 








up indefinitely. The large one that I made throws 
water three feet high for three hours. 

While the tinners of the country have ceased to 
make standard goods such as coal scuttles, furnace 
pipe, elbows, etc., there is a big field for their ingenu- 
ity in the manufacture of: small contrivances such as 
this fountain, which can be made at odd times and 
which usually sell at good prices. I have made various 
devices of this kind for several years and have always 
found it profitable. Steel boats are another specialty 
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that I have my tinners make when there is little else 
doing. This is a good paying line also.

EXPORTS DECREASE. 





Statistics of the country’s total foreign trade dur- 
ing October are unusually interesting, showing that 
despite the large crops and heavy volume of business 
moving in that month, the imports were with one ex- 
ception the largest in history and that general exports 
decreased and were smaller than in October, 1904 and 
1903. 

Another feature of the showing is that the excess 
of exports over imports decreased to $46,880,806, the

ure explains the strength of the exchange market dur- 
ing October, when sales of farm products, etc., usually 
turn exchange strongly in favor of this market. Total 
imports in October were valued at $107,518,065, as 
compared with $92,777,920 in 1904, and $81,921,147 in 
October, 1903. Total exports amount to $154,398,871. 
There was a decrease of $8,129,072 in the exports of 
merchandise of all kinds for the month and an increase 
of $14,740,145 in the value of imports compared with 
October, 1904.

CEMENT FOR IANDLES. 
From “Anxious.” 

Kindly give me recipe for .making a material to 
fasten knives or forks into their handles when they 
have become loosened by use. 

Ans.—The best cement for this purpose consists 
of one pound of colophony (purchasable at the drug- 
gist’s) and eight ounces of sulphur, which are to be 
melted together, and either kept in bars or reduced to 
a powder. One part of the powder is to be mixed with 
half a part of iron filings, fine sand, or brickdust, and 
the cavity of the handle is then to be filled with this 
mixture. The stem of the knife or fork is then to be 
heated and inserted into the cavity, and when cold it 
will be found fixed in its place with great tenacity.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKETS. 

Chicago, November 24th.—The steady advance in 
pig iron prices during the last few months and the 
resulting advances in prices of finished material have 
brought the rate schedule dangerously near that of 
foreign markets allowing for revenue charges. Prices 
on rails in particular are more than an even thing 
at the present time. Selling agencies are already look- 
ing to alien sources and a further advance in domestic 
products would turn pig iron and steel toward this 
country. 

Pig iron is scarce but inquiries are numerous indi- 
cating that buyers have either held off awaiting lower 
prices or that they now find their original estimates 
too low. The actual business transacted during the 
week was comparatively insignificant. Whatever iron 
is available for immediate shipment is being sold on 
the basis $14.50, Birmingham, for Southern No. 2 
foundry, and $19.50, Chicago, for the corresponding 
grade of local iron. Malleable Bessemer is selling at 
$20,000 a ton and is strong. 

On November 22d, manufacturers of black sheets 
advanced prices $2.00 .a ton. While this announce- 
ment has been expected for some time, it is doubtful 
whether the official schedule will hold. The market 
has long been in a ragged condition and though prices 
are far below a schedule that might be called profit- 
able for the manufacturers, lack of unanimous opinion 
has resulted and probably will result in shading. 
Black sheets are now sold on the basis of $2.30, Pitts- 
burgh, for No. 28 gauge. All the mills are in the 
market and competing fiercely. 

Speculation continues rife in the old material market 
and prices are on a high basis. Consumers are inactive 
however and enter the market only when materials are 
shaded below the current basis. Much of this supply 
is being sent to Eastern centers where material is 
comparatively scarce. Stove plate and light cast 
scrap are bought by dealers at prices ranging between 
$12.00 and $12.50 per net ton. 

Prices on Connellsville coke have been reduced 
twenty-five cents and more a ton and standard seventy- 
two-hour brands are now quoted at from $3.75 up- 
ward, f. o. b. ovens. It is believed that this reduction 
is merely temporary, in order to relieve the local mar- 
ket. Buying during the last week was light. 

It is reported that the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion is about to erect a number of extensive mills in- 
cluding blast and open hearth furnaces, coke ovens, 
sheet and plate mills, etc., on a tract of land consist- 
ing of two thousand five hundred acres recently. pur- 
chased in Indiana. The land lies west of Tolleston in 
Lake county. It is planned to relieve or remove the 
plant of the Illinois Steel Company at South Chicago. 





PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 


report: 
The week has been quieter than the one preceding it, 
but only in method. The results have been equally satisfac- 


tory and in no branch of the iron or steel trade are there 
indications of anything but the necessity for continued heavy 
buying. Prices are maintaining the same strong level with an 
advance in some cases, made necessary by the condition of 
furnace order books and pressure upon producers. 

The recent scare in Eastern financial circles was too ar- 
tificial and far removed to have any effect on general condi- 
tions. These are too stable to be influenced by such a re- 
mote cause. 

It was inevitable that during the last two months a num- 
ber of buying interests were in evidence on account of not 
having made sufficient provision when iron was lower. The 
last two weeks have brought this class into prominence and 
although they bought at the beginning of the advance, the 
confidence in the future was not such as to cause them to 
cover for any great length of time and they have again be- 
come heavy buyers. It is a source of surprise that a num- 
ber of consumers in the East and North are still uncovered 
for the next ninety days, but this is said to be a fact and 
will serve to keep up the demands which are being made on 
furnaces. At a recent meeting of Eastern pig iron manu- 
facturers, it was shown that a majority of the furnaces were 
sold up for five, and in some cases, six months ahead, and 
this same is true of central and southern stacks. The press- 
ure being made on furnaces to make shipments of iron on 
contracts is becoming stronger and they are finding increas- 
ing difficulty in meeting buyers’ wishes on account of in- 
adequate railroad facilities. 

Malleable Bessemer continues very scarce and there is 
urgent demand for almost any delivery. Locally, there have 
been no large transactions but the number of buyers who 
continue to come into the market keeps up and the aggre- 
gate tonnage is well along with the previous month. 

There is the greatest possible activity in the coke trade 
and it is remarkable that there are still some blast furnaces 
which have not yet closed for their coke supply for the first 
half of next year. In the Connellsville region practically 
every. oven is in blast that can be operated and the output 
is proceeding at the rate of fifteen million tons per annum. 
If no untoward circumstances prevent, the district is likely to 
break records this year. 

At all coke centers there is much difficulty in making 
shipments and this is interfering with a larger output, every 
pound of which would be rapidly absorbed could it be de- 
livered to those who are anxiously waiting for it. 





Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

In reviewing the iron situation during the past week we 
find nothing extraordinary in evidence. While inquiries have 
not Been quite so numerous as during the preceding week, 
prices are remarkably firm, and there is a strong feeling ot 
satisfaction and confidence generally throughout the iron 
trade. A number of our shrewdest buyers are now comfortably 
covered for the first six months of next year, and in a few 
instances requests for quotations covering the entire year have 
come to hand. The jeading furnace men, both in the North 
and in the South, are, however, unwilling to make quota- 
tions for any such long deliveries, believing that the first of 
the vear will see very much higher prices. 

The greatest activity shown during the past several days 
has been in charcoal irons. There has been quite a lively 
demand for this class of material, and some very large sales 
are reported. There have also been numerous inquiries for 
small lots of prompt shipment iron, but mostly for the higher 
foundry grades, of which there is a dearth. That consumers 
all over the country are busy is evidenced by the numerous 
and urgent requests to hurry shipments. 

Production is going at a satisfactory rate, but the short- 
age of labor for loading and the scarcity of cars is delaying 
shipments in a most annoying manner. r 
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The coke market is in about the same shape as last week, 
excepting that perhaps the car situation in the Connellsville 
field has improved slightly. In the West Virginia fields and 
Virginia it is worse if possible, and from ovens in those sec- 
tions a comparatively small tonnage is moving. There has 
been no change in prices, Connellsville, for spot ranging from 
$3.65 to $4, and for shipment over the first half $3.75 to $4. 
New River coke for spot shipment is selling at from $3.75 to 
$4, contracts about $3.75. Wise county cokes are held firmly 
at $3.75 for contract, none being sold for spot shipment on 
account of the car situation. As little or no furnace coke is 
to be had for spot shipment and for contracts, the New River 
contingent is holding firm at $2.75 to $3 for shipment over the 
first half of next year. Connellsville operators are holding at 
$3 to $3.25 for shipment over the first half. Taking it all in 
all the market is very strong. 


SHEETS AND TIN PLATES. 


John McVoy & Company report as follows: 

As outlined in the market report of last week black and 
galvanized sheets advanced on Monday, the 2oth, loc per 
100 Ibs. Painted and galvanized roofing was raised loc per 
square, on 28 gauge, and proportionately on the heavier 
gauges. Tinplate is higher by Ioc per base box on 14x20, 
and 20c per box on 20x28. The independent mills are un- 
able at the present time to fill contracts they have on their 
books, owing to their inability to secure raw material. It 
bids fair to be a scramble for material at any price.

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


While the cotton crop in the Southern states com- 
pares poorly with those of previous years, prices are 
high enough to almost make up for the difference. It 
is estimated that the crop will consist of at least ten 
million bales and might rise as high as thirteen millions 
or even more. The holdings apparently have not been 
so extensive as was supposed and the cotton has been 
picked, ginned and sold as rapidly as possible in most 
sections. The yield of Georgia and the Carolinas has 
been good while Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas and 
parts of Texas, have not proved so bountiful as during 
previous years. The returns from Alabama are con- 
flicting. 

The rush for holiday supplies is on and jobbers are 
crowded with orders for cutlery, silver-plated ware, 
introduced by dealers as a side line at this period 
of the year. An increase in the number and size of 
these orders leads to the opinion that hardware dealers 
are branching out, becoming more enthusiastic about 
special lines and entering into the spirit of popular 
whims. Competition has to a great extent awakened 
some dealers from their lethargy. 

Winter and spring goods are being ordered in 
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abundance. Skates, sleds, sleigh bells, furnace and 
snow shovels, and other winter specialties have not 
slackened in demand. Poultry netting, wire fencing, 
builders’ and heavy hardware, and black and galvan- 
ized sheets are selling freely. 

At a meeting of the Leather Belting Manufacturers’ 
Association, held on November 15th, in New York 
City, prices were advanced twenty per cent. As a 
cause for the advance, Mr. Blake, secretary of the 
association, assigned the phenomenal rise in price of 
hides and leather during the last three months. 

The linseed oil market is weak, and though there is 
an improved demand to be noted, transactions are lim- 
ited to small amounts for immediate delivery. In 
Chicago flax seed is weak, and on November 22d there 
was a decline of one cent. No. 1 Northwestern is 
quoted at 99c; Southwestern at 93c. 

The practice of quoting jobbers’ prices to large re- 
tailers of wire products, which has been followed for 
some weeks by several makers, has been abolished 
At a conference in Chicago, November 22d, of repre- 
sentatives of the interests reported to have been doing 
this, it was agreed to discontinue the cutting, and to 
rigidly maintain the established differentials of the 
present rate card. 


METALS. 

On November 23d, the New York Metal Exchange 
advanced bid prices of all grades of copper one-eighth 
of a cent, making new prices of 17c to 173¢c for elec- 
trolytic, 17c to 17%c for lake grades, and 16%c to 
17¢ for casting grades. These are the highest prices 
recorded since Igo!. 

On November 24th, the Chicago market on brass 
products was extremely strong. Sheet brass was 
quoted at a discount to tinsmiths, etc., of twenty-five 
per cent; brass rods, at thirty per cent; brass wire, 
at twenty and five per cent; brazed tubing, at thirty 
and five per cent, and sheet copper at twenty-two cents 
net base. Chicago jobbers strongly advise dealers not 
to defer orders beyond November 3oth, as a strong 
advance in these products may be expected. 

Pig tin is steady, although speculation is causing 
advances in foreign markets. The New York Metal 
Exchange fixed its settling price at 33.45c for Novem- 
ber and 33.375c for December. 

There is an active demand for tin plates, stimulated 
by the recent advance. The leading producers in all 
the independent mills are holding to the higher sched- 
ule and fourteen by twenty plates in one hundred 
pound boxes are quoted at $3.40, f. o. b. mills. Lon- 
don tin plates are steady on the basis of 12s 9d, f. o. b. 
Swansea. 

The American Smelting & Refining Company has 
fixed Chicago prices for nearby shipments from the 
mines in lots of fifty thousand over for desilverized 
lead at $5.20 and $5.30 for corroding. St. Louis 
prices are $5.175 and $5.275 respectively. The de- 
mand is good and spot supplies scarce. 

An advance in sheet zinc is expected, though two of 
the leading producers continue to shade prices. The 
wholesale price on sheet zinc is seven and one-half 
cents f. o. b. smelter, with the usual extras and dis- 
counts.
